The Science Clu b of Ru shville 
High School presented a 45 min­ 
u te program to the Senior High 
stu dents Wednesday at I p. rn. in 
the Annex Au ditoriu m. The pro­ 
gram was similar in natu re to the 
one presented earlier this year to 
the Ju nior High stu dents. 
Charles McDaniels opened the 
program by leading the stu dents rn 
one verse of America and the 
pledge of allegiance to the flag. 
Tom Stiers, president of the clu b, 
acted as m aster of ceremonies and 
introdu ced the nu mbers on the pro­ 
gram. 
One very popu lar nu mber was 
the demonstration of the Tesla 
Coil by David West. David con­ 
stru cted most of his equ ipment, 
with some help from the clu b spon­ 
sor, Mr. Conner. The Tesla Coil 
produ ces high frequ ency alternat­ 
ing cu rrent which radiates throu gh 
the air for several feet away from 
the instru ment. This was demon­ 
strated by the u se of several flu o­ 
rescent bu lbs beld by members of 
the au dience who were called to 
the stage. David also lighted neon 
and argo bu lbs as well as Geissler 
tu bes containing colors when ioniz­ 
ed by this electric discharge. 
David's 
machine 
produ ced 
a 
spark abou t 3 inches long repre­ 
senting a voltage well over 100,000. 
The electric spark readily pene­ 
trated ordinary window pane glass. 
This high frequ ency electricity is 
harmless to the hu man body as 
was demonstrated by having a 
member of the au dience to hold 
tightly to the discharge ball at the 
top of the coil. As long as the con 
tact between hand and metal is 
firm the cu rrent is not felt lf the 
condu ctor is grasped lightly and the 
sparks are allowed to ju mp there 
Is a slight stinging or bu rning ef-

New Refrig erant 
Being Pro cessed 
At Milro y Plant 


Work o f processing and packag­ 
ing Skotch Ice, a new “dry cold” 
refrigerant 
for 
picnic 
baskets, 
coolers and lu nch boxes, was start­ 
ed last week at the Milroy Canning 
Company’s plant. 
Twelve persons now are employ­ 
ed in this new indu stry while be­ 
tween 30 and 50 additional men and 
women likely will be hired within 
the next month, according to Mor­ 
ris Tobin, general manager of the 
Milroy company. 
Tobin emphasized, however, that 
the Skotch Ice project will not in­ 
terfere with the company’s can­ 
ning of corn, tomatoes and pu mp­ 
kins du ring the vegetable packing 
season. 
The Milroy factory is process­ 
ing, packaging and shipping the 
Skotch Ice for Hamilton Metal 
Produ cts of Hamilton, O. All this 
work will be done at the Milroy 
plant, it was stated. 
A chemical in tablet form is 
processed with liqu id into six-ou nce 
cans which then are packed into 
carry-ou t cartons, each of which 
contains fou r cans of the Skotch 
Ice. 
A new line of machinery, recent­

HOUSE GROUP FAVORS 
KOREAN VETS BONUS 


INDIANAPOLIS UP — The Indi­ 
ana Senate passed and sent to the 
Hou se today bills increasing the 
salary of legislators by $6 00 start­ 
ing in 1957 and giving them $10 
daily expense money for the pres­ 
ent session. 
The salary increase bill will make 
the annu al salary of the legislat­ 
ors $1,800 instead of the present 
$1,200. The bill was introdu ced by 
Sen. Carl J. Moldenhau er (R-Hu nt- 
ington). It passed by a 32-15 vote. 
Before acting on the bill for daily 
expense payments to members of 
the present Legislatu re, the Sen­ 
ate amended the daily figu re from 
$15.00 down to $10.00. This was 
done on a motion of the bill’s au th­ 
or, Sen. Pau l J. Bitz (D-Evans- 
ville). 
The vote on this measu re was 
27-21, so close that absentees had 
to be called before the measu re 
was certain of a constitu tional ma­ 
jority of 26 r 
There was no action on a com­ 
panion bill to give daily expense 
payments to members of legisla­ 
tive commissions attending meet­ 
ings between sessions. However, 
Moldenhau er’s salary increase bill 
inclu des a p^pvision that su ch pay­ 
ments may be made at the discre­ 
tion of the State Bu dget Commit­ 
tee. 
The Senate also passed and sent 
to the Hou se a joint resolu tion in­ 
trodu ced Thu rsday by Sen. Albert 
W. 
Wesselman 
(R-Evansville) 
providing for a 12-member biparti­ 
san legislative commission to stu dy 
the gross income tax law and re­ 
port to the 19 57 Legislatu re on 
whether it shou ld be revised or 
some new tax su bstitu ted for it. 
This commission cou ld recom­ 
mend enactment of a state-wide 
sales tax by the 1957 Legislatu re 
to replace the gross income tax. 
The Senate also passed and sent 
to the Hou se bills allowing cities 
to contract with property owners 
for fou r miles ou tside the city lim­ 
its for constru ction of sewer sys­ 
tems, and permitting cities and 
towns to create sinking fu nds for 
pu rchase of police radio and fire 
fighting equ ipment and fire sta­ 
tions.

The Kremlin’s unprecedented changing 
of the guard suggests an instability in Rus­ 
sia’s ruling circle that could well be a hope­ 
ful augury for the cause of peace. The to­ 
talitarian USSR, annealed to the Stalin 
mold, has historically been activated by ab­ 
solute control and rule by terror. 
Malenkov’s descent from power flouts tra­ 
dition. Not only has he left office through 
the most untotalitarian device of resigna­ 
tion, but for the moment, at least, he seems 
to have gotten away with his whole skin — 
though, no doubt, purge-trial plans will be 
announced later. 
An agonizing question confronting the 
Soviet powers that be is how’ they can hope 
to ride herd on the satellites and to keep 
the rest of the world half scared to death 
when top control is entangled in a revolving 
door. The Soviet leaders cannot hope to 
have the answer because they never have 
had to face the same problem before. 
Thy probably count on keeping the satel­ 
lites and home folks in line by the threat of 
force if not its actual use. But they have no 
way of stemming the lessening of aw?e that 
this admission of fallibility surely will en­ 
gender in the world at large. 
Since the ruling triumvirate took over in 
early 1953 two men have now’ gone to the 
showers — Beria had to be carried — and 
the odd man left. Foreign Minister Molotov, 
has been upstaged by Marshal Bulganin. 
The Communists w’ould not want to show’ 
this kind of instability to the world unless 
forced to it.

The Red conv oy was spotted at 
7 :50 a. rn. mov ing sou thward from 
the Wenchow Bay area. Two war­ 
ships and fou r gu nboats were con­ 
v oy ing eight land ing ships each 
capable of carry ing 200 troops. 
In the first 30 minu tes of action, 
sev en Red land ing craft were su nk , 
Col. Lu Ta of the Defense Ministry 
said . He reported three of the fou r 
Red gu nboats w’ere set afire and 
possibly su nk . 
Lu said the small transports were 
load ed with troops and su pplies bu t 
he refu sed to specu late on their 
I mission. Possibly the Red s were 
bu ild ing u p their garrison on Tai­ 
shan, 15 miles off the coast, for 
an assau lt either on Nanchishan to 
I the north or Matsu to the sou th. 
Taishan is abou t 9 0 miles sou th- 
I west of the Tachen Island s, which 
the Nationalists 
aband oned 
last 
w'eek to the Red s. 
Far to the sou th, Chinese Red 
batteries on the mainland a near­ 
by island hu rled 9 0 shells at the 
Nationalist garrison on Qu emoy 
earlier tod ay , the ministry said . 
The Red gu ns fell silent when Na­ 
tionalist artillery roared ou t in an­ 
swer.
